treasure stones for over 300 yearn. Through all 
the stories runs the same theme; piaie, gold and 
jrarels are either fram Lima or Panama, values 
running from one lo SdO.OOO.OtVL After it was 
hidden came Pre. mutiny or battle lo kill off all 
but one who held the secret. And ^ irs later 
this lone survivor reveals a chart. Ti 
there were too many "lone survivors" and loo 
many charts! 


MOON AFTER THAT Admiral PaltLser rc 
Pred. but hU treasure hunting ardor undimln- 
ished. he was back again In a year or two on 
Lord Fltewilltam's yacht Veronique. This time 
a helper was seriously Injured In ■ blast, and 
finding no treasure the ship was sold at Panama. 
Sitid because the seekers were ffiO.OOO In tlw hole. 

Haffner next enthused Voas with hia Ideas, 
and the little hotelkeeper sailed from Victoria in 
July. IMRg. in the l&ton centrebnsrd sloop Xora. 
along with his son Harry. Perry McCord and 
Sealing Rkipper Haart "niey picked up Haffrwr 
bi Coats Rica, Finding i¥> treasure, they re¬ 
turned to Victoria, leaving Haffoer at Acapulco 
where he died. 

To try to gauge »hal raised the hopes of 
Iheae early day treasure seekers.. let s turn to 
some of the standard yams.

Skipper of 
the Aurora was Capi Fred Hackelt. an early day 
Victoria sealer (from Cape Breton) whooe father 
back east had passed him on the chart, oblained 
frem) a genuine tone surviving pirate called Key- 
ton. who lived out hia latler days In Cape Breton. 
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PTBST. there's the one ahnut Benito Bonito. 
a pirate who rifled the churches of Panama In 
1816 and burled $11,000,000 on Cocos. He was 
really Bennett Graham, a Britiah naval officer 
who fought with* Nelson at Trafalgar. L^ler 
when sent to the Pacific In HMS Devonshire lo 
ehact the coast from Panama lo Cape Horn he 
and hia ahlp's complement turned pirate and 
later. aPer transferring to a seised Spani.vh ship, 
were brought to hay by three Brliish frigates. 
Captured and taken lo ^gland. Graham and hU 
officen were tried and hanged, and 8urv1\*ora 
of the erew transported to Taanania for life. 

Along with these latter went Graham's mis- 
Ireas. who. after 30 years was liberated, nuide 
her way to the VS., married and sctiled down 
. She had a map showing the position of the buried 
treosure. and Ihow who knew her said she 
dePnttely had biiimatc knowledge of the island.

Ihia time forming the Pacific Kxplorafion 
and Development Company, along with Juaisn 
GUbert. Victorla'a court reporter, and George 
Klritendale. afterwarda barfrwr master In the 14S 
ton brigantine Blakely, %vilh Hacfceil as skipper, 
all they sailed to pick up the gTKodd mlllinns In 
treasure. They were follower* of the ^nnelt 
Graham iBenitoi atory with a slighi vailatlnn: 
tnstead of Graham's lady Ipve. this time It was 
a lone escaping Tasmanian cnnxirt w ho hmughl 
the chart to light in San Francisco in 1833. 

From London ihe freasuie seekem got a 
tr a nacript of the evlderice at Graham's piracy 
trial then proved 'at least to th**lr satlsfactionl 
that the man with the chart, the escaped eon 
trie, was actually In the Devonshire. 

Alas, in eight months the Bl ihcl> was back 
la Eaqulmah. not a penny the richer' 

IVery now and again In Ihe Cocos story the 
nsne of August Giasler <or GietLsIeri ctops up. 
a strange sort of character who lived on the 
Island with his wife for 16 yearw. The remains 
of hit Slone cabin have been examined with in 
terest by every subiiequent visitor. 

AIKH^T, a sort of selfapp^unit'd Island 
governor, got Into Ihe aci with another chan 
•lory, and with Capt. Brown a* skipper.•his 
party left San Francisco on the ste.imei Herman 
is June. 1903. Tn everyone's surprise, months 
kter they turned up In Australia. 

It was a switch which Glssler explained as 
feOows: the Peruvian treasure had been put 
aboard the schooner Riarfc Witch. Capi Smlil of 
Salem. In 1822. and bulled by Smith on Cdma. 
Caine the usual mutiny and bh«d<hed leaving 
Shnlth the sole survivor. Rescued from the Island 
by a passing wbalcr.

Brown of the Herman had met Smith's son in 
Jamaica who told him he'd moved the iressure 
to Tkhlll, and had been delving into tt for years, 
buying up vast sheep holdings in Australia with 
BMMi of the proceeds. To outsiders be attributed 
his weolth to wool sales, but backgrounding i 1 
was the fabulous treasure. 

It was the old story The Herman cruised 
around the South Pacific for months, then 
trtasureless headed for Australia.

“Thoae who were not hampered 
with much worldly goods came up 
an the old steanvers Brother Jona¬ 
than and Pacific, two of the pio¬ 
neer Pacific Coast steamships. 
Others, with their livesli>ck. farm 
Implements and house furnllure, 
came in sailing vewaels. All were 
looked upon as an aisjuiaitton to 
the embryo colony. 

"Meanwhile, the Hiiaena of Ihe 
future capital city of British Co¬ 
lumbia had erganizt'd a volunteer 
fire brigade . . . The Negroea vol¬ 
unteered to join and d<i their part, 
but the while pioneer tin*mcn 
would have none of it Thelra was 
to be no piebald company. Racial 
dtapules resulted, but none of a 
very aerious character and on the 
w4ioie they were free from malice, 
for Ihe Negroes were good diiaens. 

"Denied OMmibersiiip in the ved- 
unteer flr^^vigade on account of 
their color, In Negroes decided to 
form an organization of iheir own. 
Their aspirations ran high, lor 


they wanted it lu tie of a miiilarv* 
character, artd vi aiiprouched Gov¬ 
ernor Douglas for permission to 
raise a rifle corpa. 

'The nNjuest war duly granted 
and ibe .Negroes (nriliwiih pro- 
o^Kied lo re<*ruil. and by refusing 
to have any white |»enion.s In their 
army, soon h.id revengeful utls- 
faction on the fire brigade, tn no 
kmc a healihy looking eompan) 
with (fiyee offiren and M men. 
look shape It also had nine band 
insiiumenta. but no orve to teach 
the would be bandsmen lo pU>: so 
a while bundmAster was reluct¬ 
antly hired. Cla.^hes were fre¬ 
quent between Ihe fire brigade and 
the black citizen army, but bruises 
were few. 

"Uniforms, blue with white fa 
rings, especially made in EIngland. 
were supplied by the Hudson a Bay 
Company Head-dress was a shako 
and all wore white kid gloves and 
pipe-clayed irappinga. The officers 
larrled long swords and the men 
were armed with ar^asaosiment of 
rifles loaned by the Hudson's Bay 
Company. These were mostly old 
flintlocks, but some were more 
modem and fitted with sword 
bayonets. 

"A sergeant of Marines, detailed 
for the purpose from HMB Swift- 
sure, was Iheir instructor. They 
diiUed twice a week In a hall 
■ aflerwards used as a roller ikat 
ing rink) on View Street, and 
sometimes on Iheir parade ground, 
a common' of about ten acres on 
Church Hill." 

In the provincial archives there 
Is preserved a copy of a Militia re¬ 
turn signed by Gov*ernor Isouglas. 
dated August 1, 1863. In which the 
following information la given: 
"Victoria Pioneer Rifle Corpa. 
Dale ol formadoa April. 18M. 
Number of officers and meti. cap 
lain, 1: lleutenani, 1; sergeant, i; 
privates, 40. Average number of 
days In each year in which they 
were called out lor training: 
drilled twice a week. Remarks: 
Thla Corps la composed wholly of 
colored persons, moat of Ihem nat 
uraliied Britiah subjects, emi¬ 
grants from the United Slates." 

Further extracis from old Col¬ 
onist files are of Interest Sept. 20. 
1861. "African Rifles. This Corpa 
W'lll proceed lo Beacon Hill this 
afternoon, about 4 o rlork. lor drllL 
Not having received Iheir rifles, 
ttwy will not engage in target prac-

The millionaire is bufanefisman Paul Whittier, and the craft ia bein£ built on 4S- 
acre Goudge Island, just a few miles north of Victoria, in t'anoe Cove. 

Whittier owns Goudge Island and has set up an elaborate ‘‘backyard" shipyard ^ 
for comtruclion of the 67-fool plywood craft
